Quranic Grammar Terms 


Introduction 


This document provides a basic understanding of the Arabic Grammar terms used 
in the Quran Irab Books. The grammatic terms are defined with reference to the 
Holy Quran. It is a prelude to learning Arabic Grammar and a quick reference 
guide for beginners. The grammatical terms are arranged alphabetically for easy 
navigation. 


This document does not explain the usage and explanation of the grammatic terms. 
The students are advised to refer to the standard Arabic Grammar books or courses 
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reviewed the document and provided useful suggestions.

Alif is the first letter of Arabic Alphabet but it is not consonant i.e, it can not take a 
4854.
